THE  FINIAL 


The  word  "finial"  is  defined  by  Webster 
as  "a  crowning  ornament  or  detail."  These 
finials  were  originally  located  on  the  two 
towers  on  the  old  Columbia  Bible  College 
campus.  They  are  presently  located  in  the 
front  yard  of  Cecil  Hawkins'  home  on  fac- 
ulty row. 
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The  Finial:  a  crowning  ornament,  was 
adopted  as  the  title  of  the  CBC/CGS  Year- 
book in  1939.  In  the  keeping  of  this  tradi- 
tion, it  is  the  1980  Finial  Staff's  prayer  that 
this  year's  book  would  be  the  crowning  of 
a  year  dedicated  to  the  glory  of  Jesus 
Christ,  as  reflected  in  the  students,  faculty 
and  staff  of  Columbia  Bible  College  and 
Columbia  Graduate  School  of  Bible  and 
Missions.

One  of  her  favorite  passages  was  the  23rd  Psalm  and  it  clearly 
reflects  her  experience  with  God.  She  was  born  in  Columbia  in  1888 
and  her  life  testified  that  she  loved  the  Lord  Jesus  more  than  anyone 
else  on  earth  The  gentleness  of  the  passage  seems  to  express  so 
beautifully  the  gentleness  in  her  life  and  quiet  confidence  in  our 
Lord's  provision.  She,  in  turn,  was  free  to  share  her  time,  strength 
and  possessions  with  others.  She  expressed  a  very  gentle  sense  of 
humor,  often  directed  at  herself  and  never  at  the  expense  of  anyone 
else.  In  the  most  dire  circumstances  a  sparkle  would  come  to  her  eye 
and  then,  — the  smile 

Through  Christ,  and  a  personal  relationship  with  Him,  God  had 
given  her  life,  and  indeed  had  imparted  to  her  Himself.  Because  of 
this,  she  never  tired  of  sharing  Christ.  Surely,  her  life  was  entirely 
guided  in  right  paths  by  her  wonderful  Lord.  This  guidance  was  espe- 
cially evident  toward  then  end  of  the  second  decade  of  this  century 
when  she  and  a  small  group  of  women  joined  to  pray  that  God  would 
give  them  a  Bible  training  school  in  the  south.  It  was  an  enormous 


prayer  for  a  small  band  of  young  women  to  pray  and  yet  they  were 
guided  by  right  paths.  On  February  16th,  Margaret  Childs  handed  in 
her  resignation  after  over  more  than  50  years  of  service  on  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  Through  the  years,  she  had  guided  in  right  paths,  an 
insignificant  work  as  it  grew  to  become  a  major  center  of  Biblical 
training,  laboring  endlessly  so  that  it  would  indeed  follow  these  right 
paths. 

She  had  once  copied  a  quote  from  Spurgeon  entitled  "The  Crown 
of  Life."  "When  we  bless  God  for  mercies  we  prolong  them,  and 
when  we  bless  Him  for  miseries  we  usually  end  them.  To  praise  is  the 
honey  of  life,  which  a  devout  heart  sucks  from  every  blossom  of  prov- 
idence, and  grace  as  well  be  dead,  as  be  without  praise.  It  is  the 
Crown  of  Life."  She  added  a  note  of  her  own  to  the  end  of  this,  "I'm 
far  from  living  up  to  this  but  my  eyes  are  unto  Him."  In  summarizing 
her  walk  with  the  Lord,  nothing  more  can  be  said,  but  that  her  life  was 
a  beautiful  reflection  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  whom  she  loved  and 
sen/ed.

G.  W.  "POP" 

SUPPLEE

George  Washington  Supplee 
was  a  herald  of  salvation.  He  was 
a  man  who  lived  with  eternity's 
values  in  view.  A  man  who  knew 
that  the  only  things  that  will  last 
for  eternity  are  God,  the  Word  of 
God,  and  the  souls  of  men.  And 
because  of  this  correct  convic- 
tion he  ordered  his  life  accord- 
ingly. He  was  a  man  who  like 
Isaiah  was  the  king  and  heard 
the  eternal  unchanging  conver- 
sation of  the  Godhead  as  Father, 
Son,  and  Spirit  poured  out  their 
mutual  concern.  "Whom  shall  I 
send,  and  who  will  go  for  us?" 
And,  with  unquestioning  obedi- 
ence he  answered,  "Here  am  I, 
Lord,  send  me!"  He  knew  that 
God  is  not  willing  that  any  should 
perish,  but  that  all  should  come 
to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth.  He 
understood  the  ringing  questions 
of  Paul  in  Romans  10:  "How 
then,  shall  they  call  on  him  in 
whom  they  have  not  heard?  And 
how  shall  they  hear  without  a 
,  ^  preacher?  And  how  shall  they 

preach  except  they  be  sent?"  And  so,  after  graduating  from  Penn  State  58  years  ago,  he  and  his  dear  wife  went 
out  to  northeast  India  as  educational  missionaries.  In  the  city  of  Kohima  he  established  a  school  which  eventu- 
ally grew  to  1 ,000  students.  He  translated  the  entire  New  Testament  into  Angami  Naga,  the  language  of  that 
area.  After  27  years  of  hard  work.  Pop  and  Mom  Supplee  were  forced  to  leave  India  by  the  government. 

But  that  was  only  the  beginning  of  their  missionary  work.  Pop  Supplee  realized  long  ago  that  being  a  mission- 
ary is  basically  a  matter  of  heart,  not  location.  And,  he  realized  that  true  missionary  vision  encompasses  the 
whole  world,  not  just  the  area  in  which  one  may  be  physically  present.  And  so,  wherever  he  found  himself,  Pop 
was  the  Lord's  witness  in  that  place,  whether  it  was  a  letter,  on  the  phone,  at  the  nursing  home,  in  a  church  in 
the  classroom,  wherever  he  was. 

But  at  the  same  time,  he  constantly  carried  God's  heart  burden  for  the  whole  world.  And  we  know  this,  not 
just  because  he  said  he  had  a  burden  for  the  world,  but  because  he  demonstrated  it  by  what  he  did.  After 
returning  from  India  he  didn't  settle  down  and  retire,  but  he  continued  unstintingly  in  the  Lord's  work.  He  taught 
missions  and  cults  at  the  CBC  Graduate  School  of  Bible  and  Missions,  as  well  as  substitute  teaching  at  the 
Bible  College  in  the  area  of  music  and  evangelism.  But  besides  these  things.  Pop  has  had  a  ministry  of  prayer 
and  giving,  and  writing  which  has  touched  the  lives  of  countless  missionaries  and  affected  the  work  of  God  in 
scores  of  countries  around  the  world.  Pop  had  a  file  of  over  1 ,000  cards  and  on  those  cards  were  the  names  of 
missionaries  around  the  world  to  whom  he  wrote  and  for  whom  he  prayed.  He  kept  accurate  record  of  every 
letter  received  and  written.  Pop  was  a  man  like  Elijah,  a  man  subject  to  like  passions  as  we  are  ...  a  man  who 
often  barked  and  growled  about  our  grammar,  about  the  way  we  sang  hymns  wrong,  about  gum  chewing  and 
neatness  in  dress,  about  our  prayer  letters  ...  but  his  consternation  was  based  on  his  concern,  a  concern  that 
each  of  us  present  the  Good  News  in  a  way  that  is  befitting  for  a  servant  of  the  king.  And  underlying  all  his 
foibles  and  unique  traits  was  a  heart  of  loveior  His  Lord,  for  individuals,  and  for  the  world.

With  a  great  deal  less  fanfare  than  that  seen  at 
Buckingham  Palace,  CBC  experienced  its  own 
"changing  of  the  guard,"  of  sorts.  This  year  wit- 
nessed a  major  change  in  the  structure  of  student 
government  with  the  old  SA  tal<ing  on  a  new  role  and 
a  new  organization  coming  on  the  scene  to  coordi- 
nate the  various  student  groups  on  campus.  The 
new  organization  was  aptly  named  the  Student 
Coordinating  Council.  The  Council  is  made  up  of  the 
presidents  and  vice-presidents  of  SA  and  the  Grad 
Life  Council  and  the  presidents  of  SFMF  and  the  Off 
Campus  Student  Organization.  The  International 
Student  Organization,  the  Finial,  the  Cebecean,  and 
WCBC  radio  also  come  under  the  Council's  "juris- 
diction." "But  what  is  the  function  of  this  group?", 
you  might  ask.  Well,  the  function  of  the  Council,  as 
outlined  in  the  purposed  statement  of  the  constitu- 
tion is,  ".  .  .  to  promote  the  achievement  of  the 
objectives  of  Columbia  Bible  College,  and  to  involve 


the  students  ...  in  all-school  events  and  organiza- 
tions, and  supervise  these  in  such  a  way  as  to  assure 
their  success."  This  involves,  among  other  things, 
oversight  of  all  trans-school  (grad-undergrad) 
events  like  the  formal,  and  coordination  and  supervi- 
sion of  elections  involving  all  student  organizations. 
Perhaps  most  importantly,  the  Council  provides  a 
channel  for  students  to  work  together  with  the 
administration  toward  the  achievement  of  the  school 
goals  (remember  those?). 

Regarding  the  specific  accomplishments  of  the 
Council  this  year,  they  fall  into  the  category  of  "fine 
tuning  the  machinery."  Being  the  first  year  of  the 
Council's  existence,  we  set  as  our  objective  the 
establishment  of  operating  procedures  which  will  ful- 
fill Council  responsibilities.  In  this  way  next  year's 
group  will  have  a  functional  structure  from  which, 
hopefully,  most  of  the  "bugs"  have  been  worked 
out.

Gardens.  The  formal  banquet  was  held  at  First  Pres- 
byterian Church.  A  feast  of  steaks,  baked  potato  and 
all  the  trimmings  were  served. 

The  entertainment  for  the  evening  featured  Bob 
Jones  from  New  Jersey,  a  member  of  the  group  Son- 
rise.

iTh^e  were  our  objectives.  Each  staff  member  was  encouraged  to 
>^ra^  and  seek  God's  guidance  and  wisdom  as  layouts  were  drawn  up 
aitfl  ^ctures  and  verses  chosen.  The  responsibility  we  had  to  each 
otherand  to  the  publishers  became  more  and  more  evident  as  "dead- 
line oaltes"  came  upon  us.  Each  person  was  assigned  specific  duties 
^  and  sections,  but  we  found  ourselves  working  as  a  unit.  It  did  not 
seem  to  matter  which  portion  of  the  book  was  due  —  everyone 
pitched  in  and  did  more  than  their  share. 

Times  of  trials  and  testing  seemed  to  draw  us  closer  together.  It 
was  during  these  times  that  we  came  to  a  fuller  appreciation  of  each 
other  and  of  the  Lord.  Many  times  it  was  difficult  to  get  groups  or  indi- 
viduals asM»mbled  for  pictures.  However,  through  these  and  many 
other  difficult  times,  we  were  able  to  appreciate  to  a  greater  extent 
how  God  can  turn  our  problems  into  His  opportunity. 

At  one  point  we  found  a  discrepancy  in  the  page  numbers  and 
changed  all  of  the  numi>ers  on  every  picture  of  the  fifty  some  pages 
involved,  only  to  find  those  missing  pages  a  few  weeks  later.  By  God's 
grace,  the  company  had  not  gone  too  far  in  the  processing  to  have 
major  difficulties  in  correcting  the  error. 

The  other  major  opportunity  for  trusting  God  was  4  days  t>efore  our 
third  deadline  on  January  16th.  After  a  batch  of  weak  developing  fluid 
ruined  three  rolls  of  film;  we  reached  a  potential  crisis.  There  were 
two  alternatives  available:  retake  the  pictures  or  get  an  extension  on 
our  deadline  (which  could  delay  the  delivery  date).  After  praying 
together,  Sharon  called  the  company  representative  while  the  staff 
continued  in  prayer.  Only  twice  l>efore  had  he  been  in  his  office  when 
she  called.  The  Lord  answered  our  prayer.  Not  only  was  he  in,  but 
without  a  moment's  hesitation,  said  we  could  hold  off  the  whole  dead- 
line until  the  end  of  the  tXMk.  Perhaps  those  30  extra  pages  we  had 
turned  in  with  the  second  deadline  helped! 

Over  and  over  again,  God  has  shown  His  faithfulness  to  us  in  many 
little  ways  that  are  far  too  numerous  to  express.  We  have  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  this  t>ook  is  not  what  we  have  done,  but  what  He  has 
provided. 
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THE  FINIAL 


The  word  "finial"  is  defined  by  Webster 
as  "a  crowning  ornament  or  detail."  These 
finials  were  originally  located  on  the  two 
towers  on  the  old  Columbia  Bible  College 
campus.  They  are  presently  located  in  the 
front  yard  of  Cecil  Hawkins'  home  on  fac- 
ulty row. 


The  Finial:  a  crowning  ornament,  was 
adopted  as  the  title  of  the  CBC/CGS  Year- 
book in  1939.  In  the  keeping  of  this  tradi- 
tion, it  is  the  1980  Finial  Staff's  prayer  that 
this  year's  book  would  be  the  crowning  of 
a  year  dedicated  to  the  glory  of  Jesus 
Christ,  as  reflected  in  the  students,  faculty 
and  staff  of  Columbia  Bible  College  and 
Columbia  Graduate  School  of  Bible  and 
Missions. 
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
